Dog Quarantine Over 

The dog quarantines are over 
State, borough and township. 
T h e Pennsylvania restrictions 
were lifted last week. Monday 
night at a joint mooting of rep- 
resentatives of the Lower Merion 
and Narberth Health Boards, it 
was decided no further restraint 
was needed, the rabies' epidemic 
having run its course. 

At the meeting in the Town- 
ship Building, Ardmore, were 
William P. Landis. president, 
and Dr. George W. Grim, of the 
township health board, and Dr. 
George A. Sloan, president, and 
George B. Suplee, health officer, of 
Narberth's board. 

During the quarantine since 
February 17 there were 25 cases 
of rabies, 88 persons were report- 
ed bitten, 525 stray dogs were 
captured and 253 killed.

Slightly more than one per cent of 
Narberth's school and borough taxes 
were uncollected for 10115 on June 110, 
lil.'lG, according to Edwin P. Dole), tax 
collector. The school duplicate was 
$0-1.-177.58 with a balance of but 
$805.0-4, while the borough duplicate 
was $80,082.:12 with only $002.11 out- 
standing. These balances are expect- 
ed to be reduced considerably by the 
end of July as the accounts have been 
placed in the hands of a deputy 
collector. 

County, borough and school taxes 
for lO.'SG are now due and payable. 



In the borough a five per cent dis- 
count is allowed for payment before 
October 1, the figure is net to No- 
vember 10, and a penalty of one-half 
of one per cent is added monthly 
thereafter. 

School taxes are net until October 
1 after which a five per cent penalty 
is added. 

On county taxes a five per cent dis- 
count is allowed until October 1, net 
payments until January 1, 10157, with 
a five per cent penalty thereafter. 

Borough and school taxes may be 
paid in four net installments, Septem- 
ber 12, November 14, lOIlfi, and Janu- 
ary 10 and March 13, 1037.
